Ms. Smith contacted the examiner for an explanation as to why the after-final amendment filed 12/15/201 1 had not 
been entered. The examiner explained that the term "means of" has been added to the claim and some of the claim 
language for the previously objected to claim 18 had not been added to amended claim 16. These additions and 
omissions would reguire further search and/or consideration by the examiner. Ms. Smith asked if these problems could 
be corrected via an examiner's amendment, and the examiner indicated that they could. The examiner was given 
authorization to amend claim 16 to remove the phrase "means to" and to add the phrase "of the metallic foils. " to the 
end of claim 16. as has been done in the attached examiner's amendment.
